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Construction begins on tough intersection

WILMINGTON- Work is finally 
underway on the intersection of 
Middlesex Avenue, Wildwood 


Street and Glen Road. The $1.2 
million project will include the 
installation of traffic signals at the 
intersection of Route 62 and Glen 
Rd., and Route 62 and Wildwood 
Street. The improvements will also 
inéorporate exclusive turn lanes, 


safe pedestrian crossings, and 
emergency vehicle signal prioriti- 
zation. 

In addition, upgrades to the 
water main and stormwater sys- 
tems will be addressed. 

MDR Construction Company was 
the successful bidder for the proj- 
ect, with a bid price of 
$1,276,969.67. 

Messenger boards have been 
placed in the area to warn 
motorists of the project. 

The intersection is at the geo- 
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graphic center of town, with four 
Colonial-era homes very close to 
the roads. 

Traffic has been an issue for the 
past half-century, with motorists 
seeking shortcuts to Route 93 and 
large industrial complexes. The 
island at the end of Glen Road 
makes it difficult for traffic to exit, 
and rush-hour backups occur 
daily. 

The initial part of the project 
involves test pits to ascertain soil 
conditions and location of existing 


utilities before replacement of the 
existing 10-inch cast iron water 
main with an expected completion 
of three weeks. 

Once completed, the stormwater 
drainage construction will begin 
with a plan of about three weeks. 
Roadway realignment may be 
done along with these projects or 
wait until those tasks are com- 
plete. 

All work is expected to be per- 
formed between 7:00 am and 
3:00pm Monday through Friday 
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with permanent paving activities 
being the only exception to thése 
stated times. . 

The DPW has notified all abut- 
ters in writing as well as the 
School Department via email of 
work and schedule. 

Dust control is to be implemented 
on a daily basis and paving of all 
trenches is planned.

“WOBURN - Middlesex County District Attorney Marian

‘armounced Sunday that Nicholas Bomboy, 17, of Billerica, 
died Saturday afternoon after being shot and injured more 
than a week ago while at his home on Andover Road. 

“Bomboy just completed his junior year at Shawsheen Tech 
‘4nd was known to many families in both Tewksbury and 
‘Wilmington. 

Shawsheen Tech posted information offering support to 
‘stidents, families, and staff on social media and the school 
website. The guidance office was open on Tuesday, July 7, 
from 3PM to 6PM. 

“We are deeply saddened to hear of the loss of our student 
Nicholas Bomboy. Nicholas was a well-known and respected 
student at Shawsheen Valley Technical High School. We 
offer our sincere condolences to Nicholas’ family through- 
out this difficult time.” 

On Friday, June 26, at approximately 11:35 a.m., first 
responders went to a house at Andover Road and found sev- 
eral individuals present, including the victim. The victim 
was transported to Lahey Hospital and Medical Center in 
Burlington where he succumbed to injuries on July 4 just 
after 1 p.m.

AG Healey’s Office To Lead 


Study 


Study will examine options to address electricity reliability needs in New England 


BOSTON - In a move that 
will likely be welcome 
among opponents of a natu- 
ral gas pipeline proposed for 
backyards across 
Massachusetts, including in 
Tewksbury and Wilmington, 
Attorney General Maura 
Healey is calling for more 
research to determine if 

_ greater pipeline capacity is 
even needed in New 
England. 
To better understand the 
need for additional gas 
. capacity in the New England 
region, Attorney General 
. Maura Healey announced 
Monday that, with support 
from the Barr Foundation, 
her office will conduct a 
‘timely. regional study that 
‘will identify and evaluate 
‘options to address electricity 


reliability needs, including 
matural gas _ capacity 
‘demant, in New England 
‘though 2030. 


+ “Our goal with this study is 
+0: ‘idéntify the most cost- 
“ifeetive solutions for 
natépayers that will also 
‘allow--us to achieve our 
res gional climate goals,” said 
‘AG “Healey. “As the state 
‘makes: long-term decisions 
‘about. additional gas capaci- 
ty? irivestments, we should 
‘understand the facts—what 
‘the future demand is, and 
which “cost-effective energy 
‘andefficiency resources can 
‘be: deployed to meet that 
demand.” 

. “The-energy decisions the 
‘yegion: makes today have 
long-term implications on 
‘our -ability to meet demand, 
‘generate benefits for con- 
‘ssumers and the economy, 
sand“maintain our status as a 
wational leader on climate 
actions" said Mariella 
Puerto, Senior Program 
‘Offieér for Clean Energy at 
thé « Barr Foundation. "We 
‘aré 4ileased to support this 
yesearch effort to ensure 
that a decisions are 
informed by a solid research 
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base about the most cost 
effective and sustainable 
solutions.” 

The study, which will be 
conducted by Analysis 
Group, a Boston-based eco- 
nomic and financial consult- 
ing firm, will include an 
evaluation of all potentially 
available energy resource 
options to meet reliability 
needs, including natural gas 
(both natural gas pipelines 
and LNG), oil, hydro 
imports, energy efficiency, 
demand response, and 
renewables. x 

The study will provide an 
assessment of costs and ben- 
efits, including price 
impacts, of each option, con- 
sistent with the region’s 
energy and climate goals. 

A key focus of the study 
will be the question of 
whether more natural gas is 
needed in the region, and if 
so, how much more capacity 
is needed. 


Analysis Group will imme- 
diately begin work on the 
study, which will be complet- 
ed by October 2015. Raab 
Associates, Ltd., a Boston- 
based consulting firm with 
substantial energy and regu- 
latory experience, will pro- 
vide professional facilitation 
for an Advisory Group to the 
AGO and Analysis Group on 
the study. 

While there have been a 
number of prior studies con- 
ducted, none have answered 
the precise question of how 
much additional gas is need- 
ed in the New England 
region and whether that gas 
can by supplied by LNG or 
additional pipeline capacity 
is needed. The study will 
also focus on a longer time 
frame—to 2030—and on 
those options that will allow 
the region to meet applicable 
greenhouse gas emission 
reduction requirements.

One final secret budget 
item - rewards.

New book brings to life 80-mile stretch of historic waterway 10

‘Tewksbury Public Library 
recently hosted a _ book 
brunch with Kathleen Rowe, 
author of “Exploring the 
Charles River” as part of its 
adult programming series. 

In “Exploring the Charles 
River” Rowe shares her 
exciting discoveries of off the 
beaten path gems, such as 
hidden covers, scenic 
bridges, and walkways with 
interesting historical tips. 

‘In the works for more than 
a decade, Rowe decided her 
book about the famous river 
should be different than 
other published accounts, “I 
didn’t want to duplicate what 
‘others had done,” Rowe told 
the. Crier. “So I finally 
focused on a guide with some 
history that will use the river 
as a pathway.” 
After retiring in 2004 from a 
career as an English teacher 
and school librarian, Rowe 
became informed in environmental issues and started her 
own exploration of the, Charles. “I have been the whole 80- 
mile length of the river if not by car then by foot. There are 
some unbelievable spots that people don’t know about.” 
'By following the river’s route, she encountered a number 
of interesting sites, such as The Paul Revere Park in 
Charlestown; an oval shaped, five-acre park with one of the 
best views of the Zakim Bridge in the city, by her accounts. 
‘Itvalso has a wonderful and very attractive foot bridge built 
for pedestrians and bikes named the North Bank Bridge, 
‘Rowe said. The 600-foot-long bridge connects Boston and 
Cambridge. 
‘Rowe writes about her travels to newer parks, North Point 
Park in Cambridge and Nashua Street Park in Boston, built 
to mitigate the effects of the big dig. 
“J. got to know Renata von Tscharner, President and 
Founder of the Charles River Conservancy, largely instru- 
mental in renovating and improving parklands across the 
tiver.” 

*Rowe takes the reader from Boston up the 80-mile river, 
radiating away from the central urban center.

Another favorite of Rowe’s is the arched Echo Bridge at 
Newton Upper Falls, also known as Hemlock Grove. 

“The site is listed in the Register of Historic Places,” Rowe 
said. “This 23-acre park in the Charles River Reservation 
had the second largest masonry arch in the country at the 
time of its construction and carries the Sudbury Aqueduct 
(still functioning - built in the 1800s). A visitor can walk out 
on the:platform over the river and.call out to create echoes.” 

She discovered another historical gem at the Natick Dam. 
“It was the site of an Indian settlement in the 1600s’ with a 
minister named John Elliot,” Rowe said. “He formed a 
group and translated the bible into Algonquin.” 

Rowe found an old library - the Bacon Library - with a 
small museum in the basement which houses a copy of the 
bible in Algonquin. She also discovered two stones remain- 
ing from the grist mill which the Native Americans operat- 
ed, along with a small monument of the Reverend Elliot and 
a sign indicating Native Americans had been in a settlement 
at that location. 


“It’s amazing,” she said. “This is all off the Charles.”~"’ 
Rowe visited Boston for the first time in 1967. She said tial 
coming out of the dark tunnel from the red line and seeing | 
the fabulous scene in the basin with sailboats in the sun was.

Documentary film about Market Basket dispute nears release |

BOSTON (AP) — One of the most remarkable work stop- 
pages in U.S. labor history will soon be the subject of a doc- 
umentary film. 

"Food Fight: Inside the Battle for Market Basket" is being 
edited and is scheduled to be released in the fall, said direc- 
tor Jay Childs, a New Hampshire-based film maker who's 
been working on the project for two years. 

The documentary is about the yearslong power struggle 
between cousins Arthur T. Demoulas and Arthur S. 
Demoulas that came to a head last summer when thousands 
of nonunion workers at the Tewksbury, Massachusetts-based 
supermarket chain walked off the job — not because they 
were. looking for better pay or benefits but because they 
wanted their boss back. 

Longtime President Arthur T. had been fired after a fac- 
tion of the company's board led by Arthur S. took control. 
The workers feared the company would be sold to some 
faceless conglomerate that would put the financial interests 
of shareholders ahead of workers and shoppers. 

The company, founded nearly a century ago by the 
cousins' grandfather, came to a grinding halt. Fiercely loyal 
customers sided with workers and boycotted. Stores 
remained open but went unstocked. The governors of two 
states intervened. 

Childs knew Market Basket workers revered Arthur T. for 
his belief that a family business should treat its thousands 
of workers as family. 

But he understood just how deep that loyalty was when he 
went to an appearance by Arthur T. at a new store and 
watched as it took the boss 20 minutes to walk a few feet 
from his car to a flatbed truck to make a speech. He was 
mobbed. 

"It was a cross between a rock star and a papal visit," 
Childs said. 

Childs interviewed high-ranking company employees who 
organized the work stoppage, customers and outside 
experts. But he hasn't yet gotten an interview with either of 
the’ Arthurs. He doubts he'll get Arthur S. but hopes he can 
get Arthur T. in time to include him in the film. 

One of the employees interviewed for the film was Steve 
Paulenka, an operations supervisor who started as a bagger 
40 years ago. 

Paulenka said he stayed loyal because to Arthur T. always 
remained loyal to workers. 

"We played up the loyalty aspect to our people, and this 
film about that loyalty," he said.

industry trade journal, is curious to see the movie. 

"It was remarkable because it was one of those stories 
where everybody won," he said. 

A year after the dispute, the company is thriving, Griffin 
said. 

Market Basket, now with 75 stores in Massachusetts, New 
Hampshire and Maine, is on track to reach about $4.5 billion 
in sales this year, about the same or slightly better than last 
year, he said. 

The film is being financed in part by a Kickstarter cam- 
paign that so far has raised more than $66,000, much of that 
from customers and employees, Childs said.

12-foot-high rig equipped with tremendous 
technological improvements over the 1986 
ladder that it replaced. The tower truck 
cost $847,000 and has an additional $60,000 
worth of equipment on board. 

Called a ‘tower, this truck can lift it’s 
basket 100 feet into the air, carry four peo- 
ple, and use a water ‘gun’ to deliver a 
stream to third floor or roof fire without 
sending a hose inside a burning building. 

The basket at the end of the aluminum 
ladder holds 1,400 pounds or four people, 
whereas the previous held only 250 
pounds. The tower also offers high angle 
rescues and can bring the basket, with 
two hinged doors, down to the ground. 

The truck also has ample lighting along 
the sides and the basket, 500-watt quartz 
lamps, making nighttime rescues a little 
easier. Further, the truck no longer uses 
an auxiliary diesel generator but now has

tion, Kimo had to retire after 
8 years of service. 

Both dogs happily live with 
Officer Palmer, a 
Wilmington native and 1990 
Wilmington High School 
graduate who served with 
the Marines for five years 
before returning to his home- 
town and joining the 
Wilmington Police 
Department in 2000. 

Palmer and Ridic are on- 
call 24hours a day, seven 
days a week. 

“Not only do we work in 
Wilmington, we serve the 
Northeastern Massachusetts 
Law Enforcement Council 
(NEMLEC) comprised of 58 
cities and towns north of 
Boston,” Palmer _ said. 
“We’re on a_ regional 
response team and the 
regional SWAT team. We’re 
on-call constantly.” 

Which means _ nonstop 
training for Ridic to keep 
him alert and up to speed. 

“If the dog is bored, he 
won’t work,” said Palmer. 
Through the course of his 
shift, fellow officers volun- 
teer to hide while Palmer 
and Ridic find them. They 
throw “fake evidence” into 
the woods so Ridic can 
locate it. 

“The dog is looking for 
human scent,” Palmer said. 
“We’ll use a screw driver or 
car keys, hold it for scent, 
then throw it into the 
woods.” 

Tracking is one of Ridic’s 
specialties, trained to locate 
missing children or lost 

Alzheimer patients. 

“Ridic can track from the 
last place they were seen,” 
said Palmer. “If a child went 
missing from a_ backyard, 
the dog would go into that 
area, pick up the scent and 
track it.” 

Recently the team was 
called into Stoneham to 
locate an elderly person who 
walked away from an assist- 
ed living program and was 
missing for over 24 hours. 

Palmer, Ridic, and other 
officer/K-9 teams searched 
by making a grid of the area.

“They 
already arrested the -oceu- 
pant but couldn’t find: any- 
thing else in the car,” said 
Palmer. “Ridic did a search 
and found heroin in a_hair- 
spray can with a fake bot- 
tom.” 

With reasonable suspicion 
for narcotic activity, Ridic is 
used during traffic stops for 
an exterior sniff of the vehi- 
cle. 

“He will check door seams, 
the trunk and different loca- 
tions that an odor would 
escape from,” said Palmer. 

Once Ridic locates an odor, 
he gives a passive alert. 
“He'll sit or lie down,” said 
Palmer. “If not, he’ll paw at 
the item.” Once he alerts to 
the outside of the vehicle 
there is cause to search 
inside. 

The K-9 has seen a lot of 
action in his two-and-a-half 
years with the Wilmington 
Police Department. Now 
four-years-old, Ridic kriows 
his schedule well. 

“He knows when we go i 
work and when we have days - 
off,” said Palmer. “Even on 
days off, he’ll mill around 
the police cruiser door 
because he wants to go to 
work.”

after five years

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= Over the last few years, local farmers markets have been all 
the rage. Drive by any market on a Saturday morning or a 
weekday afternoon and you are:sure to see a line of cars (or a 
parking lot full of cars) and hoards of people. The idea of eat- 
ing fresh and supporting local farms has really caught on with 
Massachusetts residents. 

That’s no different in Stoneham. After a five-year hiatus 
(possibly due to a lack of vendors), the town brought it’s farm- 
ers market back this summer. And after just a couple of weeks, 
it’s already a huge hit with both attendees and vendors. 

Why now? It’s thanks to a dedicated group of eight people 
who surveyed the town during last year’s Town Day and found 
an overwhelming number wanted to see the market return to 
the Town Common. 

“We wanted to bring it back for the community,” said Julie 
Boussey, one of the eight people responsible for the markets 
return. “We wanted to put Stoneham back on the map.” 

That they did.

Stoneham town common. 


Even though it’s early, the market has already been packed 
with people. It runs on Thursdays from 2:30-6:30 p.m. Although 
that seems like an odd time, when surveyed, the residents over- 
whelmingly supported that date (90 percent, according to 
Boussey). Also, other communities have chosen that date, as 
well, including Melrose and Burlington. 

How good has it been so far? Excellent, according to 
Boussey. : slab i 

“The vendors sold out of everything on the first week,” she 
noted. “They’re very happy and so are we. It’s gotten rave 
reviews.” 

It’s been so successful that the town has filled all the com- 
munity tables and even had to turn away some vendors. In fact, 
Boussey said that although they offered the vendors a four-week 
trial period, most have already paid for the entire season. On 
top of that, the market is trending so well that Boussey men- 
tioned the possibility of adding a winter market (Winchester 
currently has one). 

Unfortunately, the market is not cheap to produce. Stoneham 
spent $5,000 on advertising, tents and tables. Thankfully, the 
town received a stipend from the Board of Selectmen, $1,000 
from StonehamBank and $100s from other donors. At the end of 
the day, the market is a break-even venture, with any addition- 
al money going back into the pot. 

‘Because the Town Common hosts concerts on Thursdays 
after the market, some vendors have been allowed to stay open 
later to sell food during the show. 

During the market itself, Boussey said there are a few events 
coming up including a cooking show on July 23 at 3 p.m., a 
painting class for kids on Aug. 6 featuring an art studio from 
Wakefield and a yoga class. She expected more events after 
July. 
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Will it last? The previous incarnation of the market fizzled 
out due to lack of vendor interest. Boussey hoped this time 
would be different. So far, it is, as vendors have expressed-a 
desire to return next year. Boussey herself said she’d like to run 
it every year. 

She credited the DPW with helping the market run smooth- 
ly as they “keep the area looking beautiful.” She also thanked 
several college students who. volunteer setting the market-up 
and taking it down. 

Some of the more popular vendors so far have been 
Arrowhead Farms, Red Fire Farm, Roberto’s Seafood; Mad 
Cake Genius, Sugar River Farm in New Hampshire who brought 
in live baby chicks last week, and Dino’s Pasta. 

Before they even set up this year’s market, Boussey said her 
and her committee went to other communities such as 
Wakefield, Winchester, Melrose and Lexington to see how they 
set up and what kind of vendors they used. She pointed out the 
assistance/mentoring of Winchester’s Fred Yen who has been at 
the helm of Winchester’s Farmers Market since it returned ’six 


years ago. ei

action scenes. At the basic 
level, the action and special 
effects are great. 
Explosions, gun-toting 
cyborgs, liquid metal men, 
cities being obliterated 
spectacularly in nuclear 
explosions, that's worth the 
price of admission right 
there. 

If you're a diehard fan, 
who's. really into the 
mythology of Terminator, 
the redux storyline may 
have you seeing plot holes 
like Swiss cheese.

When last we saw the 
characters of Seth 
MacFarlane’s surprise hit 
Ted, the foul-mouthed ani- 
mated Teddy Bear and his 
gal pal, Tami-Lynn (a terrif- 
ic Jessica Barth) had con- 
vineced human buddy John 
(Mark Wahlberg) and his 
fiancé Lori (Mila Kunis) to 
reconcile and marry. 

Fast forward two years 
and things are a lot differ- 
ent.

tect his Civil Rights, hiring 
novice attorney Samantha 
Jackson (Amanda Seyfried) 
to argue his case. If she 
wins, Ted and Tami-Lynn 
can live happily ever after 
with a possible baby in tow. 
If they don’t, the toy will be 
declared property, allowing 
creator Hasbro to step in 
and reclaim him, with a lit- 
tle help from the previous 
film’s obsessed psycho 
stalker Donny (Giovanni 
Ribisi). 

A bit overlong at 115 min- 
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It’s not a perfect sequel. 
The celebrity cameos are 
often overwhelmed by gross 
out gags. Still, for what is 
has to say about human 
“being,” as well as the 
wealth of fantastic one lin- 
ers, this is a worthy sequel 
that proves MacFarlane can 
milk almost any situation, 
social or psychological, as 
long as it comes out of the 
mouth of a stuffed bear with 
a hard Boston accent.
